Max Hirsch, Honored Guest, 
Called Up Some Old Memories 


More than 300 members and guests of 
the Thoroughbred Club of America gatli- 
ered at Keeneland Thursday evening. Ov- 
tober 19, in tribute to trainer Max Hirsch. 
honor guest at the club’s 30th annual tes- 
timonial dinner. 

The 81-year-old Hirsch. second trainer 
ever honored by the club, reminisced 
briefly on his 70 years in racing. recog- 
nized his principal clients. and thanked 
his “faithful help.” 

“It is only natural that down through 
the years I have witnessed significant 
changes in the sport of racing.” he said. 
“Most of these changes were for the bet- 
ter. but whatever shortcomings might be 
attributed to this sport of ours, I shall 
never cease being proud of my long asso- 
ciation with the race track. its people. and 


slashing their horses unmercifully. The 
blood would run out of their sides. Just 
about my time, they started not to punish 
their horses so much.” 

Hirsch said Tod Sloan was chiefly re- 
sponsible for modern horsemanship. (“He 
was not what you would call a good horse- 
man. I mean that, he could hardly manage 
a horse in his morning gallops. but he 
was smart.”) Sloan had light hands. de- 
pending more on friendly persuasion and 
relying less on the sting of his whip, and 
other riders. here and abroad. soon copied 
his style. 

“He usually would take an old sulky 
horse that had been whipped and spurred 
and play around with him. and with 
Sloan’s light hands. they would fly .. . 
They called him ‘the monkey on_ the

Six 
weeks later Airmans Guide, conceded to be the 
best of the older fillies and mares, beat Primonetta 
in the Beldame Stakes, and last week Bowl of Flow- 
ers took them both in the Spinster Stakes. 

Airmans Guide and Primonetta engaged in a 
battle which entailed defeat for both. When they 
finally resolved the issue between them, neither was 
able to resist the closing thrust of Bowl of Flowers. 

The Spinster, though it would have no effect on 
the older division, most likely re-established Bowl of 
Flowers as the leader of the 3-year-old fillies.

Revenge for Bowl of 


Keeneland’s track was sloppy on 
October 19, and the crowd of 6,039 
was chilled by a strong wind and 
dampened by intermittent drizzles. 
It was a miserable day for the 
$50,000 Spinster Stakes, the rich- 
est event offered at Lexington. 

The shivering bettors made Air- 
mans Guide the odds-on favorite, 
and she looked the part. The big 
bay 4-year-old daughter of One 
Count—Navigating on October 12 
had cut two-fifths of a second from 
the Beard Course record (7 fur- 
longs and 184 feet), and owner 
Hugh A. Grant had put up a sup- 
plementary nomination fee of $10,- 
000 to make her eligible for the 
9-furlong, weight-for-age event. 
Second and third choices in the 
betting, at 4.30 and 4.40 to 1, were 
Primonetta and Bow] of Flowers, 
the outstanding 3-year-old fillies 
of the year. Rash Statement which 
had won the 1960 renewal of the 
Spinster was 9.20 to 1. Indian 
Maid, Kootenai, and Times Two 
were at longer odds. 

Howard Grant sent Airmans 
Guide into the lead from the No. 
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1 post, and the favorite opened a 
11,4-length lead going into the 
first turn. Primonetta, away sec- 
ond, maintained a narrow advan- 
tage over Times Two for the first 
quarter, then moved ahead to press 
ihe pace after the first half-mile. 
Along the backstretch, Indian 
Maid was in fourth place, 2 to 4 
lengths behind the leaders. Bowl 
of Flowers had moved out of last 
place and overtaken Rash State- 
ment and Kootenai. On the final 
turn Primonetta drew alongside 
Airmans Guide and took the lead 
as she reached the stretch. 

Bowl of Flowers, moving be- 
tween Times Two and Indian Maid 
on the stretch turn, advanced 
steadily, and at the eighth-pole 
she was lapped on the failing Air- 
mans Guide but still 2 lengths be- 
hind Primonetta, which appeared 
a likely winner. Near six- 
teenth-pole Bill Shoemaker glanced 
back, saw Bowl of Flowers coming 
strongly, and shook his whip be- 
side Primonetta’s head. In the fi- 
nal yards Bowl of Flowers took 
command, winning by three-quar-

A length farther 
back, the longshot Times Two fin- 
ished third, beating Airmans 
Guide a neck. Then came Indian 
Maid, Rash Statement, and Koo- 
tenai, which had hit her right fore- 
leg and returned to the barn lame. 

In racing Airmans Guide into 
defeat, Primonetta had pulled the 
cork on the best older filly in 
America, but at the same time she 
had set the race up for the stretch- 
running Bowl of Flowers, her chief 
contender for year-end honors 
among the 3-year-old fillies. Train- 
er J. P. Conway said that deep in 
the stretch Primonetta had slipped, 
but Shoemaker said that she had 
propped and lost ground when he 
showed her the whip near the 
sixteenth-pole. Shoemaker also 
thought that Primonetta might 
have taken too much notice of the 
starting gate. 


But Bowl of Flowers and Eddie 
Arcaro had made no mistakes. The 
$50,640 first money increased her 
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Times Two was third, Airmans Guide (hood) fourth. 


earnings for the year to $194,178, 
her total earnings to $392,884. The 
mud-spattered Arcaro the 
first of the Bowl of Flowers team 
to reach the club house lawn for 
the presentation ceremonies. When 
Brookmeade Stable’s owner, Mrs. 
Isabel Dodge Sloane, arrived and 
congratulated the rider, Arcaro 
joked, ‘‘Rode the filly right to your 
instructions, Mrs. Sloane—took 
her right to the front.” Also on 
hand to watch Mrs. Sloane receive 
a gold julep cup from Max Hirsch 
were Brookmeade’s trainer Elliott 
Burch and his father Preston 
Burch, manager of Brookmeade 
Farm at Upperville, Va. 

Elliott Burch said: “This is 
only the second time my father 
has seen Bowl of Flowers run. The 
first time was in the Alabama, 
when she was third to Primonetta, 
and I was afraid he was a jinx, 
but Mrs. Sloane insisted that he 
come up from Virginia. Every- 
thing worked out fine. ... We’re 


going right back to New York.” 

“Elliott deserves all the credit 
for developing Bowl of Flowers, 
and he did a good job in bringing 
her up to that race today,” said 
Preston Burch. “I bought her 
granddam, Flower Bed, by *Beau 
Pere, for Mrs. Sloane, and it makes 
me happy to see the good ones 
breed on. We almost got her in 
the L. B. Mayer sale of 2-year-olds 
in January, 1948. The bid we wired 
to the sale was topped, by maybe 
$1,000, and she went for $20,000, 
but at Saratoga in 1949 she was 
included in the dispersal of H. B. 
Delman’s horses, and I got her for 
Mrs. Sloane at $15,500. 

“Flower Bed had won 2 races 
at 2 and 2 others as a 3-year-old, 
and she had developed a big ankle. 
That didn’t make any difference; 
we wanted her for a broodmare, 
and didn’t race her at all. That 
was before her brother Your Host 
became so successful out in Cali- 
fornia, but her dam, old *Boudoir 
II, had finished second in the Irish 
One Thousand Guineas. 

“There was another mare I 
wanted at that sale, but I didn’t 
get her. That was Miss Disco, 
which later produced Bold Ruler 
for Wheatley Stable.” (Acting for 
his own account, Arthur B. Han- 
cock Jr. was the underbidder on 
Miss Disco, but she was bid in by 
her owner, Sidney §S. Schupper. 
Schupper ran the mare again, then 
sold her privately for $27,500 to 
Hancock, who was acting for 
Wheatley Stable.) 

Flower Bed’s second foal was 
Flower Bowl, winner of the Dela- 
ware and Ladies Handicaps, and 
Flower Bowl’s first foal was Bowl 
of Flowers, highest-ranking filly 
in the 1960 Experimental Free 
Handicap, with an assignment of 
120 pounds. Bowl of Flowers last 
year won the filly division of the 
National Stallion Stakes and wrap- 
ped up year-end honors by con- 
secutive victories in the Gardenia 
and Frizette Stakes. In Florida 
her ankles were fired, and it was 
not until May that she returned 
to competition. 
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After defeating colts in a 7-furlong 
overnight race at Aqueduct on May 20, 
Bowl of Flowers won the Acorn Stakes. 
She was beaten a head by Mighty Fair 
in the Mother Goose Stakes. and avenged 
the defeat in her next start when she won 
the CCA Oaks by 51% lengths. In the Ala- 
bama Stakes she finished third to Prim- 
onetta. and Mighty Fair. and she was 
third to Rose O'Neill and Siesta in a 1,';- 
mile allowance event at Belmont Park on 
September 26. her last race before the 
Spinster. At Keeneland she appeared in 
much better condition than at Saratoga. 

Mrs. Sloane sold Flower Bed _ privately 
to King Ranch in 1953. and this year the 
mare died, leaving a Beau Max filly. now 
a yearling. Flower Bowl was sold _ private- 
ly to Darby Dan Farm in 1959. She now 
is in foal to the cover of Swaps. Brook- 
meade Farm bred and raced Sailor. which 
is now owned by a syndicate and stands 
at Darby Dan Farm, Lexington. In addi- 
tion to Bowl of Flowers, he is represented 
this year by Sailor Beware. winner of the 
Suffolk Downs Stakes. 


Now the Colts? 


CampeNn. The week’s most interesting 
speculation here was whether Cicada. 10- 
length winner of the Gardenia Stakes. 
would become the first filly to have a go 
at the colts in the Garden State Stakes. 

Trainer J. H. (Casey) Hayes admitted 
that he and owner Christopher T. Chenery 
were considering the question. “We prob- 
ably won't reach a decision for a week.” 
Hayes said—apparently intending to wait 
until he has an opportunity to study the 
colts once more in Saturday’s Garden 
State Trial. 

Cicada could be supplemented for the 
Garden State. to be run at 1,'; miles on 


November 4, for $10.000. King Ranch’s 
Robert J. Kleberg Jr. told a newsman, 
“If she was mine, I'd have to think she 
had a chance against the colts.” 

Attempting to thwart Cicada’s bid for 
an unprecedented double in Garden State 
Park’s 2 big races would be Donut King 
and Jaipur. first and second in the Cham- 
pagne Stakes. Cicada’s stablemate Sir 
Gaylord is through for the season. The 
Futurity winner Cyane is out with a frac- 
ture. Obey. Su Ka Wa. Endymion. Green 
Ticket. Crimson Satan. and Roman Line 
remain among the prominent contenders. 

Cicada will have no easier victories 
than she did in the Gardenia Stakes. run 
over a sloppy track on the gray afternoon 
of October 21. Nothing threatened after 
she went ahead at the top of the stretch. 
In one magnificent burst she opened 2 
lengths. 3 lengths, then a dozen lengths 
before Bill Shoemaker took her in hand. 
easing her across the finish with a mar- 
gin of 10 lengths. 

The time. 1:4445. besides being the 
best ever posted in 7 renewals of the Gar- 
denia. would have won 4 of the 8 previous 
renewals of the Garden State Stakes. 
Prince John, Nadir. and Warfare won the 
Garden State in faster time. and Barbizon 
won in identical time. The other winners 
of the Garden State were *Turn-to. Sum- 
mer Tan. First Landing. and Carry Back. 

Already holder of the record for earn- 
ings by one of her age and sex. Cicada 
added $97.131 to her account in the Gar- 
denia. raising her total for the year to 
$384.676. 

Second and third in the Gardenia were 
Pebblebrook Farm’s Narola and King 
Ranch’s Tamarona. Eight lengths farther 
back was Mrs. Herbert Herff’s Victory 
Rese. Narola. a daughter of Nashua. had 
won for the first time on September 18 


at Hawthorne. then had captured 2 
straight races before finishing second to 
Tamarona on October 14. Tamarona, by 
Better Self. was second choice in the Gar. 
denia betting. chiefly on the strength of 
the October 14 race. but before that she 
had finished far back in the Astarita and 
Frizette. her only previous added-money 
engagements. 


And Still Champion 


New York. Kelso's trainer, Carl Han. 
ford is a graduate of the jockey ranks, 
He was a mediocre rider. but no one can 
dispute his ability as a trainer. 

After Kelso won the 2-mile Jockey Gold 
Cup for the second straight year. Mrs. 
Richard C. du Pont, said. “Carl Han- 
ford is the greatest trainer on earth. He 
has done a marvelous job with Kelso.” 
You can’t knock a man who took over 
a horse which had earned only $3,380 at 
2 and made a champion of him each of 
the next 2 years. The Your Host geld- 
ing was “Horse of the Year” in 1960. and 
he is “a lock” to repeat this year. 

Saturday’s Jockey Gold Cup victory was 
gained against a poor field. The time of 
the race, 3:2545. has no meaning be- 
cause he was under a pull all the way. 
The margin was 5 lengths but it could 
have been 20. 

Jockey Eddie Arearo said, “I never did 
let him run out. You know, some horses 
you can choke them right down. and they 
might get rank. I just let him run a 


little bit on the backside, when he wanted 
to duck in on the leader.” 

Paddock and patrol judge Walter J. 
Mara. who has been watching races for 
40 years. said. “That is the only time I 
saw a 2-mile race in which a jockey had a 
hold on his horse all the way.” 


Running magnificently over Garden State Park’s sloppy track, Christopher T. Chenery’s Cicada beat Narola (inside) by 


10 lengths in the Gardenia Stakes. 
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Tamarona was third. The winner’s time was 1:444%, setting a new stakes record. 
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Arcaro smiled. and nodded. He said 
that when Hillsborough made a move on 
the stretch turn the last time around, he 
had turned Kelso loose just a little bit. 
“[ was worrying every step—the way I 
was holding him. I guess it was a good 
warm-up for the International.” 

“[ guess Kelso put me on the map.” 
said the 45-year-old trainer. “I’ve seen 
a lot of race horses in my time. and I 
would say he is the best since Equipoise. 
| didn’t see Count Fleet run. because | 
was in the Army.” 

Hanford followed 2. brothers to the 
race tracks, Buddy and Hanford. 
Buddy was killed in a riding spill. “My 
brothers Buddy and Ira were the good 
riders.” he said. “I never rode a stake 
horse.” 

Hanford gave up riding because of in- 
creasing weight in 1938. He started his 
career as a trainer under Jimmy Stewart. 
He took a string of Stewart’s horses to the 
half-milers like Charles Town. The next 
3 years were tough. “It was just a little 
bit rougher than Vl admit. Sometimes 
we never had more than 3 horses to 
train.” 

In World War II. Hanford served with 
the Remount Service at Fort) Robinson. 
Neb. His brother Ira. jockeyBasil James. 
and Bobby Dotter were also stationed 
there. Hanford was discharged as a 
sergeant. 

In 1945. Hanford returned to training. 
and his first good horse was Jupiter Light. 
His first stakes winner was La Corredora. 

In February 1960 Hanford heard that 
Mrs. du Pont had turned her horses out 
in Delaware and that she had no trainer. 
“I called her on the phone. and told her 
I] would like to train her horses. We made 
an appointment. and I got the job. It 
was the middle of February. and she had 
7 horses. Kelso was among them. 

“I had seen the horse run as a 2-year- 
old. and I knew he had some quality, but 
I didn’t know he was this kind of horse. 
When we started to train him. we realized 
we had a good horse.” 

Hanford announced after the Gold Cup 
that Kelso would ship to Laurel on Tues- 
day. October 24. His mission, of course, 
is the Washington, D. C.. International. 
(“Our big problem will be getting him 
used to the start.”) He then will go in 
Aqueduct’s Gallant Fox Handicap. on 
November 18.

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——Another Threat from Moscow?—— 


Mrs. Richard C. du Pont’s Kelso, 
now considered by many horsemen to 
have superseded Exterminator as the 
greatest gelding the history of 
North American racing. is the pro- 
spective favorite for the tenth running 
of the 115-mile Washington. D. C.. In- 
ternational at Laurel Race Course on 
November 11. The United States has 
never had abler representation in John 
D. Schapiro’s invitational extravagan- 
za. But Kelso has not raced on a grass 
course. and there is always the 
chance that the track may be to his 
disadvantage. especially if the going 
happens to be heavy. as it frequently 
is in November. 

If Kelso should happen to turn in a 
race perceptibly below his best form. 
the International may go to an invader 
for the seventh time in 10 vears. Only 
2 American-bred horses have won the 
race. Fisherman in 1954. Bald Eagle 
in 1959 and 1960. Of the other win- 
ners. Worden (1953). *Master Boing 


(1956). and *Mahan (1957) came 
from France: Wilwyn (1952) from 


England; El Chama (1955) from Ar- 
gentina by way of Venezuela: *Sailor’s 
Guide from Australia. 

The field for the 1961 Invitational 
was not fully determined this week. 
but it was shaping up in customary 
strength. Among the contenders which 
seemed likely to run against the Ameri- 
can champion: 

Representing France. Count Guillau- 
me d‘Ornano’s MISTI, br. ¢.. 3. by Me- 
dium—Mist. by Tornado. Winner of 2 
races at 2. and of 2 others this year. 
His best performances were a third in 
the Prix Jean Prat. second to Molvedo 
in the Grand Prix du Centenaire de 
Deauville. and third to Molvedo and 
the French champion Right Royal in 
the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. 

Representing France. Francois Du- 
pre’s MATCH, br. c.. 3. Tantieme— 
Relance. by Relic. After Right Royal. 
the most successful 3-year-old 
France. Winner Prix Juigne. Noailles. 
and Royal Oak (St. Leger equivalent). 
Second in Prix Lupin. Prix du Jockey 
Club (Derby). and Grand Prix de 
Paris. Fifth to Molvedo in Grand Prix 
de Are de Triomphe. Trained by Fran- 
cois Mathet. 

Representing Denmark. Mr. and Mrs. 
Preben Harhoff's WONDERBOY._ 5. 
Hyperbole—Wonderbird. by Wunder- 
horn. Best 2-vear-old of 1958 in Swe- 
den. Sold. after 1958 season. by breeder 
Jorge Larsson to Harhoff. of noted 
Copenhagen shipping family. Unraced 
at 3 because of hoof injury. Prom- 


inent in Scandinavian racing last year 
and this. Winner Stockholm Grand 
Prix in 1960 and 1961, Oslo Cup in 
1961. Never worse than third, but form 
not consistent this year. A front-run- 
ning stayer and good traveler. Trained 
by 27-year-old Ivan Larsen. 

Representing England. H. Allen’s 
HIGH PERCH, ch. h.. 5. Alyeidon— 
Phaetonia, by Nearco. Brother to the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes winner Aggressor. Five victories 
last’ year. including Coombe Stakes 
(beating the good Italian colt Exar). 
Liverpool Spring Cup. and Winston 
Churchill Stakes, established him as 
excellent distance runner. In his first 
start of 1961. defeated Pandofell (Ascot 
Gold Cup winner) in 1's-mile John 
Porter Stakes at Newbury. No victories 
since then; second in last 3_ starts. 
Trained by J. Gosden. 

Representing Venezuela. Car-Ber 
Stud’s KLICK. b. 4. by Birikil— 
Accalmie, by Foxhunter. Bred at Haras 
De La Pomme in Argentina. Racing in 
Venezuela for Carlos Penso and Ber- 
nardo Gonzalez Martinez, 20 starts, 14 
wins, 6 seconds, 475,102'% Bolivares. 
First by 7 lengths in the 2.000-meter 
Clasico Dia de la Raza at La Rinconada 
on October 12. Trained by D. Noguera. 

Representing Russia, ZABEG, b. c.. 
4. Baltic Baron—Zerkalnaya, by Zagar. 
Third to Bald Eagle and Harmonizing 
in 1960 International, and apparently 
improved this year. Winner by 10 
lengths over East Germany’s 3-year-old 
Salto in 2.000-meter Kiev Prize at in- 
ternational meeting at Moscow in Au- 
gust. Again an easy winner in 2,414- 
meter international trial at Lvov on 
October 8, defeating the USSR’s best 
3-year-olds, Registrator and Expert, 
which appeared to have unusual class. 
Zabeg’s time for the 14% miles at Lvov 
was 2:2924. Trained by M. P. Rut- 
kovsky. 

A second trial for the International 
was scheduled for October 22, but the 
result is not yet available. It was to 
determine the USSR’s second represent- 
ative in the Laurel race. The leading 
candidates were the Soviet Derby and 
Moscow Prize winner EXPERT (Rauf- 
bold—Expertiza, by Elbgraf), which 
dominated the Russian 3-year-olds until 
REGISTRATOR (Riding Mill—Regis- 
tratsia) took his measure by a wide 
margin in a 2,800-meter test which 
was the principal race of the interna- 
tional meeting at Moscow in August. 
In finishing second to the 4-year-old 
Zabeg at Lvov, Registrator had a mar- 
gin of about 114 lengths over Expert. 
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Rules Committee Approves 


5 Free Wins for Apprentices 


The Uniform Rules Committee of the 
National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners, meeting October 21-22 at Lex- 
ington, handled with dispatch an agenda 
of 22 items, each of which is listed below, 
along with its disposition. 

Chief among the committee’s actions 
was its decision to approve a recommenda- 
tion of the Jockey’s Guild that new riders 
be allowed 5 “free” winners before the 
official beginning of the apprenticeship 
period. 

The recommendation was advanced by 
the Guild’s Bert Thompson. who said that 
it would encourage more thorough devel- 
opment of riders.

jockey, got on another horse called But- 
ter. who was a pretty good 4-year-old and 
who had been through the same routine 
all morning, and we worked the 114 miles 
and [ mean really worked them from 
start to finish. When we walked them 
back. they were the most tired horses I 
ever saw. 

“As | was walking over to get on the 
horse. the trainer had stopped me and 
said, “And get that hair out of them spurs.’ 

“Anyway, in 3 or 4 days, we shipped to 
Morris Park, which was just like Belmont, 
having a °4-mile chute and a mile chute. 
the first day, the Metropolitan was run. 
.. . *Bowling Brook was a 3-year-old. and 
he was running against the best of his 
time. and he won the Metropolitan in a 
gallop. I don’t remember how long the 
meeting lasted—maybe 2 weeks—but this 
horse worked every other day a mile and 
a half. and they fogged him out with heavy 
blankets. and he ran in the Belmont 
against Hamburg and Previous and won. 
You all know Hamburg was a great horse, 
probably the greatest of his time, and 
*Bowling Brook beat him in a gallop. 


That was his last race. He broke down in 
his next work.”

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A Synthetic Racing Strip: 
Will It Have the Answers? 


Extensive Tests Suggest Possibility of 

Replacing Dirt Tracks with Resinous Composition 
Laid on Base of Cement and Blacktop. But 

the Answer to One Problem May Raise Others. 


By Mary Jane Gallaher 


If science, through the Minne- 
sota Mining and Manufacturing 
Company, has its way, the racing 
strip of today may soon be as out- 
moded as the Essex, the Hup- 
mobile, and the Stutz Bearcat. 


The 3-M company, orginator of 
“Scotch” tape, at the urging of its 
board chairman, racing-stable own- 
er William McKnight, has develop- 
ed a revolutionary new track sur- 
face. Once convinced of the need 
for such a track, McKnight turn- 
ed his project over to the 3-M 
Products Fabrication Laboratory, 
headed by Richard Drew, who in- 
vented Scotch tape for 3-M. After 
3 years of laboratory work, the 
track now is at the stage where 
the wear and tear of regular train- 
ing, or of a race meeting, is needed 
to determine whether it is as good 
as preliminary tests indicate. 

It has been promised a perma- 
nent resting place in the very near 
future. A half-mile training strip 
probably will be laid at one of the 
country’s leading tracks, or it may 
be put down by McKnight at his 
Tartan Farms at Ocala, Fla. 


The synthetic track began when 
John Nerud, trainer of McKnight’s 
Tartan Stable, interested the owner 
in the problems. Nerud, like most 
conditioners, has long dreamed and 
talked of racing reaching a millen- 
nium where tracks do not vary 
from course to course, where 
weather does not make for Jekyll- 
Hyde changes, where insidious pot- 
holes do not mysteriouly appear, 
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and where heavy machinery can- 
not be blamed for ridges and pack- 
ed places. 

“Mr. McKnight was the only 
man who didn’t think I was crazy 
when I talked about an_ ideal 
track,” Nerud grinned. “When you 
have a casualty list of 60 per cent 
among your 2-year-olds—and mine 
so often have been horses valued 
at between 20 and 80 thousand 
dollars—it seems something should 
be done to eliminate the waste of 
horse flesh. And I don’t believe 
the answer is in dirt tracks. 


“The New York Racing Associa- 
tion has endeavored to make the 
safest track in the world. It has 
spent ali the money anyone can 
spend within reason, but I don’t 
believe it has succeeded in keeping 
horses going.” 


First test of the synthetic racing 
surface was given last summer at 
Belmont Park. More extensive tests 
are called for by the developers. 


The footing put together by the 
8-M company sounds well-nigh im- 
pervious to usage and to weather. 
The surface was tested last spring 
at Belmont Park, then at Saratoga 
under the starting gate for morn- 
ing work. Basically, it is a resinous 
composition. The cushion and the 
foundation can be varied for de- 
sired hardness. The actual surface 
is only an inch thick, resting on a 
4-inch base of regular cement, light 
cement, and blacktop. Test strips 
have been laid by a cement mixer 
but a machine to spray the surface 
is being devised. 


When a horse puts his foot down, 
the new track surface spreads or 
“gives” under his hoof. Jockey 
Sam Boulmetis commented after 
galloping a filly over it that he felt 
none of the jar that goes with 
jogging or galloping over dirt. 


“It is so soft you can get a grip 
on it with your bare toes,’’ Nerud 
contends, “but it recovers immedi- 
ately. Shoes, calks and _ stickers 
have no effect on it.” 


The whole concept is too new to 
be understood thoroughly and 
evaluated, but the possibility exists 
that it may revolutionize racing. 
The 3-M Company also is consider- 
ing the material as a foundation 
for other sports, such as tennis, 
golf, and basketball. 


It was at Saratoga that the trial 
track had its most severe test to 
date. The test there was instigated 
by jockey Eddie Arcaro, who says 
he believes 95 per cent of the in- 
juries to Thoroughbreds are the 
result of incidents at the start. 
Arcaro points out that the ground 
frequentiv breaks from under rest- 
less horses, especially when many 
starts are made in the same place, 
2s at a course where 6-furlong 
races predominate. Dirt provides 
little traction, and fast breakers 
tend to stumble for that reason. As 
a horse is rushed from the gate, 
one or both hind feet may slip, 
causing him to come out at an 
angle. He is then likely to hit an- 
other horse, or trying to 
straighten up, to wrench an ankle 
or grab himself.

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At Saratoga, a “launching pad” 
some 25 feet long and 13'\4 feet 
wide (under 3 stalls) was used 
with good results for a week. 
Horses had 2 strides on the pad 
and the third put them on dirt. 
Riders said that horses felt more 
solid and that the pad seemed to 
give them self-confidence. 

Besides providing horses with 
footing they can count on, the new 
material promises that no longer 
will surface and weather conspire 
to dictate when a horse will work 
and run. The synthetic track is 
impervious to rain; its surface is 
non-porous and sloped for drainage 
into the infield. Its reactions to 
snow and ice, tried in the bitter 
Minnesota winters, were almost nil. 


Horsemen, generally such fault- 
finders as to see flaws in Man 0’ 
War were he reincarnated, are sur- 
prisingly interested and compli- 
mentary concerning McKnight’s 
product. Nevertheless, there are 
doubts that only time and _ use- 
age can resolve. The track is ex- 
pensive, although 3-M is trying 
to reduce its cost. Once down, its 
advocates claim, it would virtually 
pay for itself in reduced mainte- 
nance expenses. Racing associa- 
tions could substantially cut the 
large sums now budgeted for up- 
keep and for resurfacing. 


“One man with a rotary broom 
will be ail the ‘rubber’ track 
needs,” Nerud said with satisfac- 
tion, as he watched harrow-tractor 
crews working in wild-goose for- 
mation around Belmont’s strip. 

Some horsemen raised the ques- 
tion that if a mile track is put 
down, the turns might be pitched 
more severely, somewhat like those 
used for automobile racing. Gradu- 
ated curves With easy banking are 
the rule on present day courses, 
and the possible effects of a rou- 
lette-wheel tilt worried some 
trainers. The company, however, 
says the new track could be flat or 
banked at any desired angle. 


Horsemen also voiced fears that 
in getting rid of conditions they 
now blame for the appalling

amount of unsoundness among 
their charges, they might be ex- 
changing familiar worries for a 
new muster of troubles. Dr. Wil- 
liam Wright, cne of New York’s 
busiest veterinarians, has _ firm 
thoughts on that subject and on 
several related ones: 

“The people working on this 
track should be commended for 
trying a new idea. I know it really 
feels great to walk on after walk- 
ing on this backstretch dirt all day. 

“If it should be put in use, how- 
ever, such a dramatic change is 
bound to have a lot of bugs in it. 
It will take 3 or 4 years to tell how 
it affects a horse physically and to 
bring about adjustments in shoe- 
ing, riding, breaking out of the 
gate, and so on. Furthermore, mud 
horses and horses favoring special 
tracks because of leg troubles 
might not be able to run on it at 
all. It probably would eliminate 
some old ailments, only to bring 
on some new ones. I think certain 
types of horses might dislike it, 
and it could disrupt the whole 
breeding industry. Certainly it 


would be a complete reversal of 
form.

Idea Man 


“We recently put together some 
statistics and found that twice as 
many horses had fractures at New 
York tracks in 1951 to date as in 
1960. Probably there are more 
reasons for the increase in break- 
downs than the tracks alone. May- 
be there are some horses at the 
track that should be elsewhere for 
patching up and a rest. 


“Horses are being asked to tray- 
el faster now than ever before; | 
don’t think their legs have in- 
creased in strength in proportion 
to the speed-up in other parts of 
racing. In speed, the horse has 
reached the jet age — but not in 
structure.” 


So far, no one has queried the 
man the new track may affect the 
most, the $2 bettor, who might be 
able to nail down one more cer- 
tainty from the long list of varia- 
bles that confront him in his search 
for a winner. One New York handi- 
capper did allow, somewhat dourly, 
that “everything’ll be 3 to 5.” 


When the 3-M company repre- 
sentatives visited tracks around 
the country to learn about types of 
racing strips and to probe the 
amount of interest in a new kind 
of track, Daily Racing Form re- 
ported that they got the cold-shoul- 
der, beady-eye treatment from Dei 
Mar. Where other tracks like to see 
favorites win, the mutuel pot then 
doing the greatest good for the 
greatest number, Del Mar officials 
are said to have declared that the 
percentage of winning favorites is 
already too high and that their 
public prefers a high incidence of 
long-shots. 

Del Mar notwithstanding, the 
day may come when, thanks to 
John Nerud’s persistence and to 
William McKnight’s willingness to 
gamble, a horse no longer has to 
“carry his track with him.” It will 
be at the racing plant when he ar- 
rives, and it will be the same as 
the track he trained over and the 
same, in any weather, as the track 
he ran over in any one of several 
states. But a lot of questions have 
to be disposed of before that day 
arrives.

and John O'Rourke, representing the 
Teamsters. and by attorney Al J. Giardino, 
trainers W. C. Freeman. Ed Neloy. W. H. 
Dixon. and NYRA counsel William L. 
Dennis. 

The study of backstretch conditions was 
recommended by Peck after a recent 4- 
hour hearing marked by conflicting testi- 
mony. 

Representative of union’s case against 
employers was the testimony of Frank H. 
Hilton. who said he had been a groom 
since 1929. He charged that many stables 
did not keep adequate time records and 
that one prominent stable insisted on 
falsification of time sheets whenever em- 
ployees worked longer than 40 hours a 
week. He complained that the Aqueduct 
kitchen closed at 1 p. m. when there was 
no racing on the grounds and that living 
quarters at Belmont Park were “abom- 
inable.” 

Burke told the commission: 

“We signed about four-fifths of the employed 
stable hands to membership cards, and last Oc- 
tober, 1960, we filed with the New York State 
Labor Relations Board petitions seeking certifica- 
tions as collective bargaining representatives. The 
employers, in combination with the NYRA, tried 
every dilatory tactic to try to dissipate our interest. 
It wasn’t until March of this year thet the last 
capricious legal maneuver on the part of the 
employers failed and the NYSLB was authorized 
to commence arranging elections. 

~The first series of elections demonstrated clearly 


Then the pattern of conspiracy revealed itself and 
the employers discharged their employees who had 
voted for the union, and the NYRA immediately 
confiscated their badges, which is tantamount to 
taking away their chances for re-employment. 

“Upon unanimous vote of the men involved .. . 
1,100 struck, but, unfortunately, the local union 
did not have the facilities to feed and house this 
number of men, and men left the state for other 
tracks, some went home out-of-state, and others 
went back to work, leaving about 300. still on 
strike. 

“After Governor Rockefeller’s intervention, a 
memorandum of agreement was arrived at which 
the NYRA interpreted in its own fashion. As a 
result, they succeeded in keeping our committeemen 
off the tracks and out of work Even today, the 
prime movers in the union organizing drive are 
still not back to work. 

“Unfortunately, the NYSLRB resumed scheduling 
elections, which we opposed because the climate 
was still one of terror and intimidation. We won 
on 4 elections of the recent series. The new tactic 
of intimidation is to threaten men with loss of 
their jobs in Florda where they will be replaced 
by Cuban refugees at half the present salaries.” 


John Carroll, an attorney representing 
a group of trainers. said. “We have com- 
plied with the board’s regulations. The 
trainers we have represented. we have 
found reasonably accurate. Many of 
our clients include members of the ATA 
(American Trainers Association) and 
members of The Jockey Club. All have 
written contracts with employees, especial- 
ly with those who work 40 hours a week. 
Overtime pay is time-and-a-half. Bonuses 
are not part of the contract. as it consti- 
tutes a problem insofar as wage-hour

Molvedo Triumphs Again 


After his decisive victory in the Prix de 
l’Are de Triomphe at Paris, Razza Ticino’s 
3-year-old Molvedo returned to Milan to 
reconfirm on home grounds his ranking 
as the best of the year in Europe. On 
Sunday. October 22. the son of *Ribot—

He 
is a well known polo player (3 goals) and 
captains the Circle F Polo Team at Boca 
Raton. Fla.

The Breeders’ Sales Company on Tues- 
day afternoon, October 24. at Keeneland. 
opened its huge fall sale of breeding 
stock and other horses. and in the first 
2 sessions 163 head sold for $878.100.

In Fairness to the Horse 


A month or so ago I witnessed an un- 
fortunate accident in which the gallant 
horse Gold Cover fell coming into the 
last turn, flipped over twice, and then 
proceeded to struggle to his feet and 
chase after the field, despite the fact his 
left front leg resembled the shape of an 
S more than a horse’s leg. It took 2 men 
to stop him. 

Many people had tears in their eyes 
as he passed by the stands in the horse 
ambulance to what they (and I) thought 
was his ultimate destruction. It surprised 
and pleased many of us to learn a cast 
was placed on his injured leg and that he 
was subsequently sent to a hospital on 
the University of California Campus at 
Davis. some 400 miles away. It is a shame 
there was no hospital closer to the track, 
for the trip must have been a difficult one 
for him.

are becoming victims of medical igno. 
rance and fast tracks. Many are destroyed 
or rendered useless every year because 
progress in equine medical research has 
not been able to meet the financial bur. 
den incurred in any type of research 
program. 

It is a sad state of affairs when men 
interested in equine research have to 
rely on donations from generous owners 
and other horse lovers to support their 
humane and economically necessary 
forts in research. It is time the tracks, 
and more important the states (as they 
garner the most financially from racing) 
give a small part of their profits to the 
horse itself. 

It is only fair that a percentage of 
the “daily handle” be put aside for re- 
search into the medical problems of the 
racing equine. with the ideal arrange- 
ment being a hospital equipped with all 
the apparatus necessary to carry oul pro- 
cedures learned through the research. 
situated either on backstretch or 
close enough that a badly injured horse 
wouldn’t have to be transported great 
distances. 

We all know that some horses injured 
on the track must be humanely destroyed. 
but there must be many that could be 
saved if proper procedures could be un- 
covered.

File on Sore Horses 


In reference to Dr. M. B. Teigland’s 
address before TCA. in the current issue 
of The Blood-Horse, he posed the ques- 
tion of whether a tabulation of injuries 
and related data would be practical. 

The thought occurs to that  per- 
haps our file of “Hors de Combat” (listed 
weekly in Turf Flash) might represent a 
point of departure. 

Each day the charts in the final edition 
of the Morning Telegraph and Chicago 
and Los Angeles editions of the Daily 
Racing Form are combed for mention of 
sore horses. These are filed alphabetical- 
ly. with the date and nature of injury — 
where given. The more recent ones also 
carry the track at which disability took 
place. 

We have a full file on 1960 and_ the 
first six months of 1961 available. repre- 
senting perhaps 1.500 or more 3x5 index 
cards. Most often the chart comment is 
terse: sore. lame. broke down. dinky. ete. 

This isn’t much information. but it 
does represent a line of departure for an 
organization with facilities for further re- 
search. Ages and pedigrees could be pick- 
ed up readily for the monthly Chart Book.
